| follows: 


“Mr. F. EB. Alford, 
“San Quentin, California. 

“Dear Sir,—I received your let- 
ter some time ago, and have been 
turning the matter over in my 
mind to determine just what I 
should do in this case in order 
to do justice to you, myself, and 
the people of this county; and, 
having fully considered the mat- 
ter, I wish to say to you that 
yours is a very peculiar case, in- 
asmuch as the evidence conclus- 
ively showed that you had been 
guilty of presenting false claims 


to the city of Ontario and bene- 
fiting thereby for at least five 
years. There never was any ‘kind 


of doubt as to your guilt in the 
minds of the grand jury that re- 
turned the voluminous indictments. 
There was hot the least shadow 
of a doubt as to your guilt by 
any person that heard the evi- 
dence in this case, nor was there 
the least doubt in the mind of 
any person that has heard the evi- 
dence in the Huling case. A 
more conclusive case could not be 
in any matter, and I 
am ‘surprised that, after having a 
vear to think this over, you still 
practically maintain your inno- 
cence. 

“You will remember that I tol¢ 
you at the county jail, just before 
you went north, that I thought the 
better way for you to do woul? 
be to tell the world the truth and 
tell the Prison Board the truth. 
and then everyone would be in 
Position to act upon the facts ad- 
mitted by you; but as the matter 
now stands, you are not asking 


for leniefiey on the ground that) 


you have paid the penalty, but 
rather on the assumption that an 
innocent man hes been convicted. 

“You speak of your reputation 
always beinz good, and seem to 
intimate by your statements that 
you thin reputation and character 
are one and the same thing. I 
will admit that your reputation 
was good up to the time you 
were arrested, but I will not ad- 
mit that your character was good 
up to that time.

Bank Tried to Collect Notes 


Superintendent Johnson took 
possession of the bank on June 
28, 1922, when the bank be- 
came involved in a $200,000 
swindle through the purchas- 
ing of notes issued by victims 
of the stock swindlers. The 
victims, mostly ranchers of the 
Chino district, refused to pay 
the notes and a number of 
cases reached the courts in 
which the bank directors 
sought to collect the notes. 
When the bank control passed 
into the hands of the state 
superintendent, the claims 
against it totalled $141,827, 
approximately half of which 
has been paid, according to 
the petition on file in the 
court. 

In the order issued by Judge 
Warmer, the stockholders are 
warned that the assessment 
will be final if stockholders do 
not appear to contest the or- 
der. The assessment, at the 
rate of $100 per share of capi- 
tal stock will raise $500,000.

Criminology Talk 
Sterilization of all irresponsible | 


tronely advocated Wednesday af- 
ternoon by Dr. Paul E. Bowers of 
Los Angeles, in an address before 
members of the Ontario Lions 
Club, at their weekly luncheon 
meeting at Hotel Casa Blaica. Dr. 
Bowers is a member of the Los 


the Angel City along criminal 
lines. He was formerly director 
of the hospital for the criminally 
insane at the Indiana State peni- 
tentiary. 

“Crinimology” was the speaker’s 
subject. He asserted that the han- 
dling of criminals in a large per- 
centage of the _ penitentiaries 
throughout the country was entire- 
ly wrong. Fully 66 per cent of the 
convicts in the various institutions 
of the country Dr. Bowers held to 
be mentally deficient, and he ad- 
vocated special 
their care. Of 5,000 prisoners ex- 
amined by him in Indiana, he 
found 23 per cent insane, he de- 
elared. Dr. Bowers took a strong 
stand against sentimentality in the 
handling of criminals. 

The speaker characterized San 
Quentin penitentiary in this state 
to be a mere dumping ground, 
where all prisoners received like 
treatment and where little of good 
is accomplished, either for society 
at large or the criminal himself. 
He advocated the sterilization of 
66 per cent of all convicts.

While final orders on the open- 
ing of the cannery of Libby, Me- 
Neil & Libby at Chino for the 
apricot season have not ‘been re- 
ceived, J. G. Sanders, bookkeep- 
er at the plant, stated that the 
probable opening date will be 
some time next week. 

The cannery manager, O. G. 
Roger¥, is not expecting a heavy 
season, however, for both apricot 
and peach crop are light this 
year. 

“There have been more appli- 
cants for work this year,’ he stat- 
ed, “than in any year before. I 
don’t know whether it is because 
of the general condition of un- 
employment or because several 
canneries in the vicinity are not 
opening at all this year. There 
must have been over 1500 peo- 
ple here already asking for work.
